It is a wind-swept city, 
and for that reason more than any other 
city, should “ lay the dust.” 


THE BBEWEBS WINNING. 


The master brewers are everywhere re­ 
ported as winning in their lockout. W hat 
else could have been expected, since they 
are right in principle and their action is 
such that no man can justly complain of 
it. 
They have not discharged their men; 
they have not refused employment to 
workmen; they have simply said, “ Here 
is work, there the wages you ask ; come 
and do the one and take the o th er; but 
we will manage our business in our own 
way and without dictation from any one 
not lawfully invested with authority to 
command us. 
You mast not attem pt to 
run our business; if you do, out you go.” 
They stopped their works just long enough 
to give all their employes a moment’s 
thought before accepting or rejecting the 
terms, and th a t is the full extent of the so- 
called “ lockout.” On the other hand the 
maltsters and brewers insist tiiat their 
unions must make the rules for the govern­ 
ment of the brew eries; determine the 
number of the laboicrs, of apprentices, of 
helpers, etc.; declare for certain free priv­ 
ileges, as free beer, etc.; fix the hours of 
labor and declare what shall be sufficient 
cause for discharges and suspensions, and 
when the unions resolve to increase the 
scale of wages or decrease the tasks of !a- 
lwr, that the brewers must submit. 
A 
New York paper well says : 
It is well known th at the men employed in 
breweries have carried their disregard ot the 
interests, and, indeed, of the legal rights ot 
their employers further than the men employed 
tn almost any ather trade, one of the chief 
brewers in the country, w hose relations with his 
workmen seemed to be very creditable to him ­ 
self. was made the subject of a most persistent 
and vindictive boycott by the union to which 
they belonged. The boycott grew out ol an ­ 
other boycott in an allied trade, and the origi­ 
nal cam e of it seemed to be that the brewer in 
question had not committed perjurv. 
He was 
summoned to testify to facts withiu his knowl­ 
edge in a case that enlisted the partisanship of 
“ labor." 
It was not pretended that he testified 
otherwise th au truly, or that he could lawfully, 
or even safely, have avoided testifying at all. 
But the testim ony that he gave was dam aging 
to “ labor.” and labor accordingly set to work 
to ruin him by closing the m arket against his 
goods, or, in the language of the Penal (jode, 
conspiring to injure him in the exercise of a 
lawful calling. The m en in his employ, who 
derived their wages from the sale of the pro­ 
duct of hiH brewer}-, joined with the rest in per­ 
secuting him. At least they did not leave the 
association th at had ordered and was trying to 
enforce the boycott, nor did thoy m ake any 
effective prolest against it. They acquiesced in 
it as the act of their union. It is certainly high 
time th at a stand was taken against a uuion 
capable of such an atrocity as this, and this, 
though the most flagrantly outrageous of all the 
acts of the Brewers’ Union, is not more high­ 
handed or tyrannical than many others tnat are 
reported of th a t body. 
The stand of the master brewers will 
have an im portant effect upon the labor 
question, the more so that they have not 
made a solitary change in the brewery 
labor system that increases the hours of 
labor, or the tasks of the employes, or that 
reduces their wages, privileges and perqni- 
»ite8. 
They simply decline to recognize 
“ Unions ’ except as social and beneficial 
organizations, and propose only to treat 
with employes as individuals. 
If the 
Brewers’ Unions do not now cut loose en­ 
tirely from the political maltsters aud brew­ 
ers who arc running them straight upon 
ruin, they have a great deal less sense than 
we give them credit for. 


T h e “surplus" question, says the Chi- 
tago Times, is really settled. 
This is a 
judgment that is undeniable. 
W hen Con­ 
gress the other day notified the Adminis­ 
tration that the Act of 1882, directing 
payment of the debt out of money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, is a 
continuing Act, it practically settled the 
question of dis|>osal of the “surplus.” The 
President and Secretary held to the doc­ 
trine that ihe Act was of temiwrary appli­ 
cation; Congress declares it to lie still in 
effect, and the Executive and the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury have lieeu forced to 
call for surrender of certain evidences of 
the debt. 
But the Timet makes a sad mis­ 
take when it construes the action of Con­ 
gress into a friendly move to relieve the 
President of embarrassment. 
It is an odd 
explanation of what was certainly a per­ 
emptory mandate to a derelict official. 
“Because the President and Secretary en­ 
tertained doubts as h: the continuing char­ 
acter of the Act of 1882, therefore the 
expression of interpretative opinion by 
Congress was necessary to remove the 
doubts,” say the Administration advocates 
in effect. 
But if Congress is so clear u¡k>d 
the question of the vitality of the Act 
why did the President and Secretary of 
the Treasury hesitate at all? The truth 
is, the desire had been to have the vaults 
so overflow as to supjtort the Administra­ 
tion plan of relief. 
But Congress refuses 
to approve that plan and directs that ap­ 
plication 
of the coin ot" the bursting 
vaults lie made to the payment of the 
national debt—and this is construed to be 
a step friendly to the President, and to 
have been taken at his instance. 
Nothing 
has yet, at least, come to light to indicate 
that he favored the order or even asked for 
it. The country will interpret it a rebuke, 
and it was nothing less. 


A d i s p a t c h on the 18th to a Democratic 
paper in the East sj>okc of the election in 
Louisiana as remarkable in Rapides par­ 
ish, which cast its entire vote. 7,000, for 
the Democratic ticket. 
In 1880 Rapides 
had 2o,500 population and registered 7,000 
voters.

Of course iu that Louisiana town 
there was perfect freedom to cast the ballot 
as any pleased. 
Of course no influences 
condemned by honesty and iaw were em­ 
ployed to bring about such a remarkable 
rewult. 
It is a common thing, very com­ 
mon, for entire communities to vote one 
ticket—in the Democratic Solid South, at 
least. 


S a c r a m e n to has reason to congratulate 
herself that in the m atter of cleanly streets 
her domestic economy is vastly better than 
that of the metropolis of the coast.

Some m onths ago John M. Belcher, a 
well-known resident of the Cosumnes, 
while uuloading some grain at Perkins’ 
station, slipped and fell from the wagon.

Shortly 
after 7 r. a. on Tuesday she was found in 
her room suffering from the effects of poi­ 
son. Assistance was called, but too late, 
for in less than an hour she was dead. De­ 
ceased was a woman in the prime of life, 
reared in Sacramento county, and highly 
respected by all. 
Deputy Coroner Clark went out yester­ 
day to take charge of the remains, and was 
to hold an inquest last evening. 
The deceased will be interred in the City 
Cemetery at 1 p. 
m . to-day, where the 
funeral services will be held.

POLICE COURT. 


T he M astín C ase to b e D ecid ed Satur­ 
day. 
The regular Police Court calendar was 
quickly disposed of yesterday morning in 
order to reach the case of Prentiss Maslin. 
The case of Domingo Araz, charged with 
battery, was continued until April 28th. 
Pat Connors, convicted of being a com­ 
mon drunkard, was sentenced to the 
County Jail for thirty days. 
Pat Higgins, 
charged with disturbing the peace, was dis­ 
charged. 
F. Smith was fined $7 50 for disturbing 
the peace, and E. Enright $2 50 for the 
same offense. 
The cases of Mrs. Lutz, Mis. Eades and 
Mrs. Dickinson, charged with a disturbance 
of the peace, were continued until this 
morning. 
The two first were arrested on 
the complaint of Mrs. Dickinson, and the 
latter on a counter charge. 
W m. McIntyre was convicted of being a 
common drunkard and sentenced to thirty 
days in the County Jail. 
The case of Prentiss Maslin, for ejecting 
an Examiner reporter from the Governor’s 
private cilice, was then resumed. The first 
witness called was W. Collins, a reporter of 
the Bee. 
H e was asked in regard to a de­ 
ception practiced upon him by the com­ 
plaining witness in regard to certain inter­ 
views. 
Mr. McKune objected and Mr. 
Devlin stated that he wished to show by 
the witness that Carson had been guilty of 
such conduct as rendered him an unsafe 
man to be around the Governor’s private 
office, and that Maslin was justified in re­ 
moving from the office a disreputable char­ 
acter. Judge Buckley thought thequestion 
would open up too wide a field of investi­ 
gation and sustained the objection. 
H. B. Davidson. Deputy Secretary of 
State, was next called, and was asked if 
Carson had gone into his office and taken 
private papers without permission. Mr. 
McKune objected, and a long argument 
followed. Mr. Devlin argued that be de­ 
sired to show from the testimony of 
witness 
that Carson’s conduct 
in the 
office of the Secretary of State was such as 
tended to justify defendant in his action. 
The Court sustained the objection and 
ruled ont the evidence. 
Mr. Davidson 
then testified as to the arrangement of the 
Secretary of State's office. One room was 
considered a public room. One portion of 
it was cut off by a railing, inside of which 
the public were not admitted without per­ 
mission. The other room was Mr. H en­ 
dricks' private office. 
No person had a 
right to take or see any books without ask­ 
ing him. 
Mr. McKune cross-examined the witness, 
and asked if the Capitol was not State 
property and all of the offices public. H e re­ 
plied that while it was State property, differ­ 
ent rooms were assigned to the State offi­ 
cials for the transaction of the business of 
the State, and each State officer had a pri­ 
vate room where he could receive or not 
receive visitors, as he pleased. 
Mr. McKnne asked if the witness had 
not lately discussed the question as to 
whether these were private offices, with Mr. 
Boruck. 
Mr. 
Davidson 
replied 
very 
warmly that he had never mentioned the 
subject to Mr. Boruck, and gave counsel to 
understand that if he meant anv insinua­ 
tion by his question that he would not 
stand it. 
W . W. Douglass, Executive Secretary of 
the Governor, was called, but as soon as he 
was asked in regard to Carson's conduct in 
copying private papers the evidence was 
shut out by an objection of Mr. McKune’s, 
sustained by the Court. He was permitted 
to describe the different rooms of the Gov­ 
ernor's office, and designated the outer one 
as a public office, and the two others as 
private offices. 
John Skelton testified that he was pres­ 
ent in the middle room of the Governor’s 
office when Carson was ejected from it. 
Maslin asked him politely to go ont, and 
he refused, whereupon Maslin put him out, 
using no more force than was necessary. 
The defendant took the stand and de­ 
tailed the circumstances about the same as 
the other witness had. He disclaimed 
having any malice or ill-will towards Car­ 
son, and had put him out of the office to 
protect the private records of his office. 
Various efforts were made by counsel for 
defendant to show Carson's acts, in justifi­ 
cation of his expulsion, but Mr. McKune 
strenuously objected, and the Court sus­ 
tained the objections. 
Mr. Devlin announced that the testi­ 
mony for the defense was closed and offered 
to subm it the case without argument. Mr. 
McKuue wanted to argue the case and City 
Attorney Church made the opening argu­ 
ment, claiming that the prosecution had 
shown that a battery had been committed 
while there was no evidence before the 
Court that it was justifiable. 
At the close of the City Attorney’s argu­ 
ment Mr. Devlin cut off a long argument 
by Mr. McKune by subm itting the case on 
Mr. Church’s argument. Mr. McKune was 
permitted, however, to cite to the Court a 
large number of authorities on various 
subjects. 
Judge Buckley said that it would take 
some time to read all the authorities cited 
and that he would decide the case on Satur­ 
day morning.

In terview w ith a F ru it D ea ler w h o h as 
Ju st R etu rn ed from L os A n geles. 
P. E. Platt, the managing member of the 
fruit-shipping firm of W. B. Strong & Co., 
of this city and President of the California 
Fruit Uuion, has just returned from a pro­ 
tracted visit to the southern portion of the 
State, where his house is extensively en­ 
gaged in shipping the orange crop of that 
section to Eastern markets. 
Mr. Platt was interviewed yesterday by a 
R ecord-U n io n reporter touching various 
points of interest with results as follows : 
Respecting the orange crop it is safe to say 
that four-fifths has been moved and the 
supply now rem aining will find a market 
during the next month. The probable 
output for the year will likely am ount to 
about 1,200 carloads. The quality of the 
fruit in some districts this season was un­ 
doubtedly it, jured to some extent by the 
phenomenally cold weather which ex­ 
tended all over the State early in the winter 
and which did not spare the southern 
country, thongh the damage was not so 
heavy as was at first feared. Southern 
growers, like their fellow horticulturists in 
this portion of the State, do not feel at all 
discouraged by reason of its being found to 
be possible that once in say thirty years 
the thermometer may get down to twenty 
degrees above zero. 
It is interesting to observe that the cold 
did not to any large extent injure the trees, 
its only effect being with the fruit, which it 
causes to break its pulp and dry out, tbe 
orange so affected being nearly "worthless 
and unfit to ship. In cases where the in­ 
jury cannot be detected if it exists, there is 
much risk in shipping the fruit to distant 
markeis, as the keeping quality is gone. 
As a rule, however, it is thought that the 
oranges sent East thia season have gone in 
good shape and have served to advertise 
our glorious State in a creditable manner. 
Most of the fruit is handled by experienced 
fruit shippers, the growers having, in most 
cases, learned by experience that growing 
fruit is one branch and shipping it another^ 
and that as a rule they fare better to sell 
their product to some reliable dealer and 
let him attend to the details of finding the 
market, etc. 
The house of Strong & Co. has shipped 
during the season over three hundred car­ 
loads of oranges, and in the conduct of this 
large business, operated under the m an­ 
agement of W. F. Cronemiller, eleven dif­ 
ferent packing-houses, in as many different 
fruit-growing districts, and gave employ­ 
ment at one time to over 200 men, boys 
and girls. The fruit being bought on the 
trees, was picked mostly by Italians, while 
the packing was done very largely by girls, 
who find this a lucrative and pleasant em­ 
ployment, and one which Mr. Platt thinks 
should be more largely followed by them 
in this part of the State. Mr. Piatt's firm, 
in moving the fruit, run regularly for a 
long time special fast orange trains, ship­ 
ping the first one that left the State on 
February 4th, consisting of fourteen cars. 
W ith reference to the reported decadence 
of the Southern boom, so-called. Mr. Plait 
thought from his observations that while it 
may be true that the extreme excitement of 
a few months ago had abated, it is not to be 
concluded that the “ bottom has dropped 
out ” of Southern California. 
On the con­ 
trary, there is no denying that it is a fine 
country and has a grand future before it. 
Just now the Eastern tourist who has been 
seeking in Los Angeles for that comfort 
in climate that the rigorous winters of his 
Eastern home do not atiord, is leaving in 
great haste to spend the summer where his 
business lies, and all out-going trains carry 
large numbers away ; but they will return 
in the fall, bringing others with them. 
Speculation in outside lots, which had 
assumed such gigantic proportions a short 
time since, now seems to be less active, but 
if this is followed by demands for acre 
property for small homes it will be a great 
and permanent blessing to the country. 
Mr. Platt was surprised to find that a 
very much greater amount of information 
was being disseminated than he had sup­ 
posed concerning the portion of the State 
lying north of the Tehachapi mountains. 
People seemed eager to tell and eager to 
learn about the vast resources of this great 
Northern Empire, and the entire country 
was the subject of much talk and favorable 
comment. 
Sacramento seems to be as well known 
as San Francisco. In fact, it seems to be 
generally conceded to be one of the im­ 
portant points in the State, and one that is 
destined to soon become the center of a 
greatly increased population. 
Mr. 
Platt, while 
evidently 
leaning 
strongly in favor of this particular section, 
was very broad in bis views concerning the 
capabilities and desirability of many other 
parts of the State. He has traveled much 
through California, and. is positively in 
love with the entire domain from Shasta 
to San Diego. From his observations and 
the signs of the times, he does not hesitate 
to predict great immediate developments in 
Sacramento. Placer, El Dorado, Yolo and 
Solano 
counties, while 
it is true that 
general prosperity will attend the entire 
State, though in most cases movements 
may be slower than in the case of the 
counties mentioned. 
As showing the faith that fills the breasts 
of our Central California horticulturists in 
the adaptability of this section to orange 
culture, Mr. Plstt mentioned the fact that 
the nursery firm with which he was con­ 
nected bad" during the last three months 
sold and planted in the districts lying 
around and north of Sacramento 60.000 or­ 
ange trees, and had many orders ahead for 
another year. This speaks volumes for the 
quality of our climate. 
Speaking of the work of tbe Fruit Union, 
Mr. Platt had much to say, which, how­ 
ever, must be curtailed for want of space. 
The Union is on a sound basis, and hopes 
this year to do a very largely-increased 
amount of shipping over any previous year. 
Agents are now being appointed in all im ­ 
portant markets throughout the East. The 
auction plan has been adopted for the dis­ 
posal 
of 
the fruit in 
Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago 
and 
may 
likely be chosen as the proper course in 
other cities. The Eastern manager will go 
East in a short time to personally super­ 
intend the work of the agents and aid in 
proper distribution. 
It is expected that 
many new markets will be opened. Noth­ 
ing new can yet be stated with regard to 
freight rates, but it is hoped that liberal 
and reasonable concessions will be made 
by the transportation companies, and that 
the time required to reach the Atlantic sea­ 
board may be shortened considerably. This 
latter is a very im portant matter, and all 
possible pressure is beiDg brought to bear 
to bring it about.

H ow 
O ueen V ictoria Spent Y esterday tn 
G erm any’s C apital. 
Berlin. April 25lli. — Queen Victoria 
made another visit to the Emperor this 
morning. This was the annual day of 
prayer and repentance, and the Imperial 
family attended divine service in the Castle 
chapel at Charlottenberg. 
After the serv­ 
ice Queen Victoria received the staff of the 
British Embassy, and later gave an audi­ 
ence of one hour to Prince Bismarck. 
The Dowager Empress, Augusta, visited 
the Queen this afternoon, and the two la­ 
dies drove to Berlin. 
The Empress Victoria gave a dinner in 
honor of the Queen this evening. 


IRELA N D MUST W AIT. 


The H ouse o f C om m ons D efeats Uie L ocal 
G overnm ent B ill. 
L ondon, April 25th —In the Commons 
to-day, on the motion for the second reading 
of the Irish county government bill, a 
spirited debate took place, and Sir Charles 
Lewis (Conservative) and others contended 
that the bill was incorrectly framed and 
had been introduced at the wrong time. 
Gladstone said that to do Ireland justice, 
tne proper method of amending public 
business was to commence, not with local, 
but with central institutions. 
Balfour opposed the bill and 6aid that as 
long as the present acute controversy ex­ 
isted Parliament could not extend local 
government to Ireland. 
Lord Randolph Churchill said the Gov­ 
ernment in 1886 pledged themselves to ex­ 
tend local liberty to Ireland. That pledge 
was the foundation of the Unionist party, 
and the only platform upon which they 
could resist repeal. 
There was no suf­ 
ficient interpretation of the Government 
policy. 
Chamberlain said he was opposed to the 
bill, because the Irish and English local 
government questions could not be dealt 
with at the same session. 
The bill was then rejected—282 to 195. 
SURPRISE AT CHURCHILL. 
Lord Randolph Churchill’s speech in 
Parliament to-night created a sensation und 
was a matter of surprise to members ot all 
parties. 
It is admitted that the proceedings of 
the week in Pariiaruent have been damag­ 
ing to the Government. 
When a division was taken on Carew’s 
motion, Lord Randolph Churchill and sev­ 
eral Conservatives and Unionists left the 
House in order to avoid voting. Two 
Unionists supported the bill, together with 
Gladstone and his followers. The Govern­ 
ment had the support of Lord Hartington, 
Chamberlain and forty Unionists.
